I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  my  ex- 
perience with  Fulghum  Oats  extends  over  practically 
the  entire  life  of  this  variety  since  the  U.  S.  Dept, 
of  Agriculture  furnished  the  Farm  Crops  Department 
of  the  Ohio  State  University  with  a small  amount 
of  seed  derived  from  southern  winter  oats.
